National Weather Service Skywarn Storm Spotter program — And what does that have to 
do with Ham Radio? 


In most years, thunderstorms, tornadoes and lightning cause hundreds of injuries and 
deaths and billions in property and crop damages. To obtain critical weather information, 
the National Weather Service (NWS) established SKYWARN@® with partner organizations. 
SKYWARNG® is a volunteer program with between 350,000 and 400,000 trained severe 
weather spotters. These volunteers help keep their local communities safe by providing 
timely and accurate reports of severe weather to the National Weather Service. 
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United States experiences more than 10,000 severe thunderstorms, 5,000 floods and 
more than 1,000 tornadoes. 


Since the program started in the 1970s, the information provided by SKYWARN® spotters, 
coupled with Doppler radar technology, improved satellite and other data, has enabled 
NWS to issue more timely and accurate warnings for tornadoes, severe thunderstorms 

and flash floods. SKYWARN® storm spotters form the nation’s first line of defense against 

severe weather. Very often these spotters are also Ham Radio operators. There can be 
no finer reward than to know that your efforts have given your family and neighbors the 
precious gift of time—minutes that can help save lives.

approximately the same radiated power from each “T’. This is a flat, fun and easy course and 
there will 

be experienced Hams present to demonstrate hunting techniques for those that want to learn 
about 

“On-Foot” Amateur Radio Direction Finding (ARDF) and “Practice T’s” to experiment with before 
you

website www.homingin.com. You do not need a Ham Radio License to participate. Limited ARDF 
equipment will be available for practice and possibly to use for hunting for those that do not have 
small 

2-M beams. Bring a connector to go from your HT antenna connector to a BNC cable (Chinese 
HT’s not 

recommended.) You will be issued a map of the area with major features delineated. A compass, 
clipboard and pencil may be handy for plotting bearings. Check weather and dress appropriately. 
There 

are several restrooms in the park area.

Subject: Assistance with SD County Permit for Tower Installation 
PARC Members, 


In the fall of 2022, a team was formed to pursue a money grant from the Amateur Radio Digital 
Communications group (ARDC). Our first request was rejected. A second request was submitted 
in late 2022. This second request was accepted and the PARC Modernization Project was 
initiated. 


A significant part of this 'modernization’ is the installation of an additional antenna tower on which 
to install a SteppIR DB-18 antenna. A 72' tower was donated to the club in mid-2022. Since that 
time, we have been working to get the necessary permit from the San Diego County Planning 
and Development Department. We have gotten plans accepted, but have a few more hurdles to 
jump over. 


We are looking for a club member with experience getting a building permit thru the SD County 
Planning and Development Department. If you are that person, or if you know of someone who 
may be able to assist us, please let me know (us).
